The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-13, and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Morando. All of the elements of the instant invention are disclosed in detail in Figure 
1 . Morando discloses a molded plastic module (1 ) having a pair of guide rails (1 1 and 
170), a window lifter (5), locks (12), a handle (40), and a double strand cable window 
lifter (55). 

The applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. It appears that the applicant's arguments are more limiting than that of the 
claims. Firstly, it appears that the applicant is relying on the process in which the 
apparatus is formed and not the final product per se. For Example, it appears that the 
applicant is relying on limitations such as "moulded on the guide rail" which is a process 
of forming and not the final product. Furthermore, the applicant is relying on 
phraseology such as "for displaceable bearing on the supporting plate" which fails to 
positively recite the claimed invention because phraseology "for...." fails to further limit 
the applicant's invention. Furthermore, Morando discloses that the module and parts 
thereof are formed of plastic (column 1 , lines 66-67).
